During the past few years Dr. Pear­ 
son has devoted much of his time to 
charity and trave). The promise of his 
youth has not been broken. Within a 
half a dozen years he has given away 
over $700,000, and his pocketbook is still 
open* Among the 
more 
important 
of 
bis 
benefactions 
are 
8100,000 
to Beloit college. $100,000 to Lake For­ 
est nniversiry; $50,000 to Kuox; $50,000 
to Chicago theological seminary; $50,000 
to the Presbyterian seminary; $60,000 to 
the 
Presbyterian hospital; $30,OOO to 
the Young Men's Christian association, 
and $20,000 tolthe Women’s Board of 
Foreign missions, besides $250,000 in 
various other ways and in smaller sums. 
All these gifts have been made during 
the last spring and the present summer. 
There is a good deal of the spirit of 
P eter Cooper in Dr. Pearson. 
T h e for­ 
mer, when a young man and poor, with­ 
out a borne, 
aud 
without 
friends 
or 
influence, 
was 
searching 
for 
work in 
New York 
city, promised 
himself that some day he would be rich 
and woald build an institution for the 
instruction and elevation of the working 
classes of the city of New York. 
He 
became a millionaire, and like Dr. Pear­ 
son he never permitted his riches to tarn 
his bead or to make bim piond, and he 
far more than fulfilled his promise. Dr. 
Pearson is a quiet, unostentatious man 
fall of simplicity, and he does many rare 
deeds that the world knows nothing of.

R. Hag ue, a middle-aged man from New 
York, lies at the pOidt of death, the vic­ 
tim of the boldest, cruelest, and most suc­ 
cessful highway robbery ever committed 
in Minnesota. 
If Hague’s story be true, and investiga­ 
tion by the police fully corroborate his 
statements, he was set upon and robbed in 
broad daylight within a stone's throw of 
the Monroe street car line of over $20,000 
in cash, negotiable securities, and valua­ 
bles. 
Hague, who is the patentee of un 
improved forge which he has been selling 
largely throughout the Northwest, was in 
possession of a snug little fortune, the re­ 
sult of a life's industry, when he arrived 
in Minneapolis about four weeks ago. 
Ho 
came here for the purpose of marrying 
Miss Rena Dysart, the daughter of James 
Dysart, an event which was to have taken 
place in a few days. 
Abouts o’ciock Tuesday morning Hague, 
who has been with Mr. Dysart, during his 
stay in the city, left the house for the pur­ 
pose of getting shaved. 
The shop i* about 
three blocks from the house. 
After enter 
ing the shop he noticed that no barber was 
there and started on his way home. 
He 
got as far as the corner of Harrison and 
Twenty-fifth streot when ho was accosted 
by a man unknown to him. 
The s&anger 
asked what he was looking for. 
Hague 
replied: 
“Nothing in particular; I in­ 
tended to get a shave, but there is no one 
at the shop.»» 
The stranger replied: 
“ That’s all right; 
come around to the house and I ’ll shave 
you." 
Nothing being suspected Mr. Hague ac­ 
companied the stranger. 
They walked us 
far as the alley on Twenty-fifth street and 
were just stepping into the alley when tin 
newly made acquaintance dashed a quan­ 
tity of vitriol in Hague’s face. 
In the 
alley, but a few feet from where it opened 
into tho street, stood a closed carriage in 
which were several accomplices of the pre­ 
tended barber. 
The last thing Hague re­ 
members is that he saw tho carriage and 
men in the alley, and in less time than it 
takes to say it he received the dash of vit­ 
riol and a blow on the head. 
While it is 
not positively known tnat ho was carried 
away in this particular carriage there is 
hardly any reasonable doubt that the men 
had the carriage at their disposal. 
Hague 
.was taken out in the woods a distance of 
about tem miles from the scene of the a t­ 
tack. 
I After robbing him of about $20,000 the 
brutes bound him hand and foot and tied 
Slim to a tree. 
The next thing Hague 
remembers is of finding himself in this con­ 
dition, bruised and helpless. 
With the 
little energy remaining he set about to 
free himself. 
How long ho was 
Accom­ 
plishing this he does not know. 
But at 
last his efforts were rewarded by freeing 
everything but his hands. 
His hands re­ 
gained bound and in this condition he set 
out for home. 
This was Friday, the time 
passed in tho woods being nearly three 
flays. 
After walking the distance from 
the woods to the vicinity in which he lived 
bis mind began to fail him and he could 
not remember tho house in which ho 
lived. 
» It Was n o w S a tu rd a y m o rn in g an d he 
inquired of a ne*ghbor of Dysart where 
Mrs. Dysart lived. 
Upon being told he 
went to the houso and rapped at 
back 
door, and inquired who lived there, Mid 
^eing recognized was at once taken care 
pf. 
Dr. William Bain was called ana At­ 
tended to tho suffering man. 
All of Sat­ 
urday night and Sunday Hague was Un­ 
conscious, with the exception of ^ few 
fchort lucid intervals, in which he repeated 
(the above narrative 
The sum of which ho was robbed was 
chiefly in the form of two negotiable draft, 
lone on a Milwaukee and the other on a 
New York bank. 
The thieves may have 
trouble in cashing these drafts, and it is 
the probability of an attempt being made 
that gives the police a hope that the gluily 
parties 
will bo apprehended. 
Besides 
p20,000 in drafts, Hague had a small sum 
pf cash, a diamond ring, a diamond breast 
pin, a gold watch and chain, and a pair of 
diamond ear-rings in his possession and all 
iwere taken from him. 
With the exception 
of a farm valued at $1,200 tho thieves 
stripped him of all his property, besides 
disfiguring his face for life. 
Tracks of a carriage that were plainly 
visible and a Lottie that had contained 
vitriol were found in tho fateful alley, be­ 
sides a handkerchief and other small arti­ 
cles, which can be used as clews in working 
up the case by tho detectives who have it 
in hand. 
The case is an extremely difficult one, as 
the robbers would naturally leave tho vi­ 
cinity at once, and Hague may not be in a 
condition to give an accurate description 
of his assailants for several days, as even 
if conscious ho m ay be unable to recollect 
their personal appearance, he having had 
but a glance at them in the alley.

Rocket; are made for three purposes, 
says Lieut. W. It. Hamilton in St. Nich­ 
olas—for signalling, for decorations or 
celebration, or as projectiles in war. 
For 
signals the charge consists of 12 parts of 
niter, 2 of sulphur, and 3 of charcoal 
The ornamental or decorative rocket is the 
one we see used on the Fourth of July, and 
the composition of which it is made com­ 
prises 122 parts of mealed or finely pul- 
veri/ od powder, 80 of niter, 40 of sulphur, 
and 40 of cast iron filings. 
The main part of the rocket is a case, 
made by rolling stout paper, covered on 
one side with paste, around a wooden 
form, at the same time applying consider­ 
able pressure. 
Tho end is then “choked” 
or brought tightly together with twine. 
The paper case thus made is next placed 
in a copper mold so that a conical copper 
spindle will pass up through the choke and 
the composition is then poured in and 
packed by blows of a mallet on a copper 
drift or packing tool made to fit over the 
spindle. 
The top of the case is now closed 
with a layer of moist plaster-of-paris one 
inch thick, perforated with a small hole for 
tho passage of the flame to the upper 
part or “ pot.” 
The pot is formed of an 
other paper cylinder slipped over and pasted 
to the top of the case and surmounted 
i by a paper cone filled with tow. 
The 
‘’decorations” nre placed in the pot and 
are scattered through the air when the 
flame, having passed through the aperture 
of the plaster, reaches a small charge of 
mealed powder, placed in the pot. The stick 
is a piece of pine wood, tapering, and 
about nine times the length of tho rocket. 
It is to guide the rocket in its flight. 
The 
dei orations in the pot may be “stars,” 
“serpents,” 
“marrons,” 
*‘go!d-rain,” 
and so on. 
“ Marrons” are email paper 
shells filled with grained power and primed 
with quick-match. 
“Serpents” are small 
cases about i inch in diameter in which is 
a composition of 3 parts niter, 3 sulphur, 
IO mealed powder, * charcoal. 
This com­ 
position is driven in the case, the top of 
which is cloned by plaster-of-paris, having 
a small aperture through which passes a 
piece of quick-match.

New O ri.kan?, La., July 8 .— Sullivan 
and Kilrain left New Orleans at 3:o0 Sun­ 
day afternoon on tho same train. 
They 
were taken outside the city and spent the 
night in their s'eepers. 
They reached the 
place designated for tho fight at C o’clock 
and wired the fact back to the city. 
The 
cars were sidetracked and the pugilists re­ 
tired to rest. 
It was understood that the fight was to , 
begin at 7 o’clock this morning. 
Sullivan | 
wanted to get to work on him earlier. 
Cleary and Muldoon will second Sullivan, 
with Charley Johnson as bottle-holder. 
Mitchell and Donovan will act for Kilrain, 
while Murphy holds the I ottle. 
The belief last night was that the fight i 
would come off at or near Rich’s Mill in j 
(Mississippi, 103 miles from New Orleans, . 
It is in the midst of a thick pine wilderness. I 
In Louisiana two companies, the Lans 
fie’d artillery and the Louisiana rifle#, are 
cabled out. 
Of the former only ten men 
reported for duty, the others reporting 
themselves out of town, although it is 
known that they are here but want to go 
to the fight themselves. 
Of the rillos forty 
were on hand. 
A proclamation was issued by Gov. 
Nichols ami served upon the Queen A' 
Uiesoent railroad, quoting an act of the 
Legislature by which any railroad in tho 
State is required to furnish transportation 
to tho militia whenever called upon by tho 
Governor to d i so. 
Under this net a ile- 
anand for transpo tation was ma Ie on the 
Railroad Sunday and a train asked for, to 
leave here at 1:10 Monday morning. 
No one knows the exact instructions to 
.the m ilitia officers—whether they have 
been ordered to stop tho light, to simply 
escort the excursion to tho Mississippi lino 
and see it out of the State, 
or whether 
they are to stand by and see that no dis­ 
turbance occurs. 
The natural impression 
is th at some positive interference will bo 
attem pted, but it is suggested that tho 
m ilitia may never reach tho scene of tho 
battle. 
Its train may be side-tracked, or 
the excursionists may go over into Missis­ 
sippi and then return, or tho militia may 
bo pissed in some way. 
Lnjess some 
interference 
occurs 
the 
fight will have a larger number of w it­ 
nesses than any ever fought in this coun­ 
try. 
The reserved seat tickets, at $15 
apiece and 1 ,0 0 0 in number, were all sold 
by 8 o’clock Sunday morning, and by ll 
o’clock at night 2 ,0 0 0 of the $ 1 0 tickets 
were disposed of. 
This with the privileges 
of tho refreshm ent stands, etc., will make 
close to $40,000 in sight, in addition to 
tho $2 0 ,0 0 0 stakes to be fought for. 
The entire ring, twenty-four foot square, 
was Arranged so as to contain only the 
fighters and, between rounds, their sec­ 
onds. 
Immediately outside of and sur­ 
rounding this ring was a roped space some 
ten foot wide. 
A t the middle of one side 
pf tjais ring a small space was roped off for 
tho use of the referee and time-keepers. At 
tho northeast and southwest corners wore 
other suiall-roped squares to bo occupied 
by the seconds of the mon during actual 
fighting time. 
The remainder of tho ring 
was for the thirty newspaper men who 
were fortunate enough to get their ap p li­ 
cations In soon enough. 
Of tho thirty 
places thirteen were allotted to Now Or­ 
leans papers and tho remaining seventeen 
to outside journals. 
Just outside tho reporters, reforoos, and 
seconds, was a ring large onough to hold 
tho 1 ,0 0 0 who have $15-tickets and lieyond 
them the common herd. 
The location of tho battle-ground was 
kept a profound secret from ovorbody. 
The tickets read: 
“ From New Orleans to 
destination of excursion train chartered by 
F. Stephenson,’’ and tho railroad people 
claimed they did not know where tho des­ 
tination was. Tho telegraph company had 
jmade arrangem ents to string additional 
wires to the fighting ground, but tho m an­ 
agers refused to tell whore tho place last 
selected was so that no dispatches could bo 
sent from the ring-side. 
Two places had been picked out and 
abandoned since Saturday because of tho 
fact that tho authorities were aware of the 
selection and might meet tho excursionists 
witty troops. 
Cno place was near Abita 
Springs and the other near Flgrinville. 
It was then thought that the fight would 
corno off at Honey island. 
There is not a 
‘railroad station within IO milos of this place, 
ah^ifc \ as thought that should the militia 
start in pursuit of the party the track 
woulj^be found impassable after leaving 
tho last station. 
The prospect of a ten- 
rajle march in the broiling sun would I e so 
discouraging that it was thought tho sol 
dier boys would not attem pt it. 
•j Honey island is a bit of oasis in the 
desert of swamp in tho Pearl river country 
and Is about thirty-six miles from New 
Orleans. 
This spot was selected as the 
battle-ground Saturday by W. E. H ard­ 
ing and Mike Donovan, who met Kilrain 
a t Pearl river station, the nearest railroad 
stopping place to Honey island, on his way 
to thjs city, and accompanied him in. 
Should the m ilitary finally drive them 
from this place it was said the crowd 
would climb aboard the cars and run over 
jntd Florida. 
The 200 mile lim it called 
for^ip tho articles of agreem ent extends 
some distance into Florida and the fight 
could take place there without interruption. 
NEVpRLEANS, La., July 7 .—The K il­ 
rain train reached here at 11 o'clock Sat­ 
urday. 
There were many thousand people 
a t the depot to meet tho train and there 
was a scene of wild excitement.

all the Bible descriptions of heaven may 
b efig u ative. 
I am not positive th a t in 
all heaven there is a literal crown or harp 
or pearly gate or throne or chariot. 
They

Button holes 
are m ade in one end of tho bandage and 
buttons set back a few inches from tho 
other end. 
The bandage should not bo 
tight, but easy fitting. 
The bandage should be w orn next the 
skin, and over it a flannel shirt. 
A man 
can wear this bandage on a walk through 
tho streets to his business, or ho can walk 
around w ith it on in tho park. 
It works 
quicker if he rides horseback w ith it on, 
and bounces around in tho saddle; or he 
can put it on and go to a gym nasium and 
bot nee on a springboard. 
Tho object is to 
take some form of exercise which will 
move the whole body, and m ake the stom ­ 
ach sweat. 
Tho flannel bandage absorbs 
the sweat. 
A fter the exercise it should be removed, 
and a cold bath should bo tak n.

tak in g th** stand Assistant District A ttor­ 
ney Hoyle -aid: 
“ Mr. Bhapley, I propose 
to have this man sw ear according to th e 
m ost solemn of Chinese oaths—tho cutting 
off of a rooster’s head.” 
In terp reter Chew spread a large square

Janesville then Pad one lonely log 
house, tho commodious residence of its 
founder, the Hon. H . F . Janes, the pio­ 
neer’s representative to tbe territorial 
council in 1837. In going to which he 
walked three days on foot and alone. 
The frame for the old "Stage House’ 
was up, which stood where the massive 
Myers house now stands; General Shel­ 
don had a log house iu the woods up tbe 
river out of sight; and Judge Holmes 
bad a house down the river J’which could 
not be seen; Levi and Samuel S t. John 
lived by the springs about a mile below, 
and D r. H eath had c house 
od the 
heights by the river about a mile further 
OU. 
The stage house was partially enclosed 
and was to be dedicated that day with a 
dance. 
The brown, sun-burnt, long-haired 
pioneers were there enmasse, and all 
seemed bent on having a glorious tim e. 
The Declaration of Independence was 
read, and Frank Kim ball delivered an 
eloquent oration. Governor Dodge was 
there and made some patriotic remarks; 
and the pioneers presented the governor 
with a rare weapon of defense, a seven- 
shooting revolver, whDh he accepted 
with many thanks, and pledged its use 
(if need be) in defense of oar frontiers* 
A sum ptuous‘darner *gs served on 
long tables in the shade of the trees, by 
Charles Stevens, the first landlord of the 
Janesville Stage house. 
The dance was the first one we had 
ever seen, and we were much amused to 
see 
with 
how 
much 
zaist 
the 
old bachelors took it iu . 
It opened at 
four o’clock in the afternoon, and they 
did not let up nntil daylight tbe next 
day. This latter fact we got from the 
diary or a dead pioneer, who had the 
fortune to secure the company of the 
sister of a live congressman to dance. He 
was the lucky owner of a 
pony which 
cost him half a beef, but be had to ride 
six miles bareback, and borrow a gig. 
Of tbe old pioneers, but a few gray- 
headed veterans now re m a il. They have 
crossed over tbe fiv er , aud g o n e to that 
bourne from which no traveler returns; 
and, i t is well for the few who still are 
h ire, to gather together each recurring 
year, and close np the broken ranks; and 
thank G od for his mercy to them ; and 
greet each other with the cordial grasp 
of the hospitable old pioneer’s hand. 
Fifty year agotheF ourth of last July, 
my father, Joseph Goodrich, the founder 
of 
Milton 
and 
M ilton 
college; 
was 
in 
Cleveland, 
Ohio, 
en 
his way 
to 
Wisconsin, 
by 
sfearn­ 


e r np around the lakes. H e landed 
id 
M ilwaukee July lith , and came out to 
the Rock river valley in company with 
H i B . Crandall and Jam es Pierce, on 
foot, with a bundle and a spade to test 
the Boil, on his baok. 
H e was tleshy, and tbe weather was 
h o t; water was scarce and hard to find, 
and stopping places few,far between, and 
difficult to be got. The journey was a 
r weary one, but on the 16tb day of J uly, 
11838, they came out on a wild but beau­ 
tiful little prairie, subsequently called 
Prairie d a Lac, (the prairie of the lak e.) 
They were charmed as they spaded up tbe 
deep, blaok, alluvial soil. as they saw the 
tall, green, luxurant grass, the myriads 
of many colored fragrant bowers, and 
the sparkling, silvery surfaced 
little 
lakes, and they determined to secure 
claims there. 
Mr. Goodrich located where tbe village 
of Milton now is, where he erected the 
first little pioneer house. It bad a hewed 
oak frame, and was shingled and covered 
with oak. 
It had oak floors and a small 
7 by 9 glass window to each floor, and 
then it had a massive three ply, battered 
oak, Indian-proof door. 
It was lined 
with unburnt prairie m ad brick, of which 
the chimney was built. 
It was painted 
red, and it is red still, and standing clad 
in the same old oak. on its original site. 
One other thing seemed a necessity on 
his prairie home and that was a well, 
which they attem pted to dig. 
B at they 
soon learned that there were two things 
abont a western well which they did not 
know. 
F irst, that the gravel sub soil 
would not stand alone; and second, that 
they did not know how to curb a well. 
They attem pted to curb by putiug m 
boards lengthwise, and holding them in 
place by inside oak fram es; but as each 
length had to be smaller to go down in­ 
side the other, they soon found them ­ 
selves blocked for want of room . 
A 
council was called, and it was learned 
that Dan B atts had invented a way to 
frame curbing so as to p at it in piece by 
pieoe. He was sent for and they cut 
some oak trees and split some thin 
shakes which he framed, andjcurbed tho 
well much as is now done. 
Then they 
went down fifty feet for water, and drew j 
out all tbe ground and sand with a tm 
pail and bed cord hand over hand. 
They then gathered small bard heads 
and stoned up the well, taking out the 
long boards as lum ber was scarce; when 
they thought they bad a comfortable 
house, and a permanent well, Goodrich 
went east for hist family, leaving Pierce 
in charge of his claim. Mr. H.B. Crandall 
oame on with his family in November 
and lived with Pierce while he put up a 
log house. In the winter they found the 
water in the well was getting low, and 
pierce went down into it, clinging to the 
stones with his fingers and t >es, when he 
found the water had settled, and they 
could not dig it deeper on account of the 
stone. H e cleaned it out a little, end 
then began climbing out as he went in: 
but, when about half way up he was as­ 
tounded to find the round hard heads 
had bulged in so as to barely allow him 
to squeeze tnrougb, and some of them 
loosened so he oould not pass by. 
M r. 
Crandall let down the tin pail with a rope 
and Pieroe pent them np one by one, 
and the curbing being out there was 
nothing to hinder the gravel caving in. 
B ot Pierce carefully and cat-like crawled 
up and out, where be m et Crandall look­ 
ing as white aa a ghost. 
Two wells 
hive caved in, and tbe 
third one 


We ask pardon for two other incidents 
touching tuese wells. The burr oak posts 
that were set to bold tbe buckets to draw 
water iu 1838, have stood in the ground 
near tbe same spot, withstanding all the 
elements from then nntil now, and they 
ere good hitching posts still. 
The sec­ 
ond well had a pum p in it, which, as is 
usual, got oat of repair, when one o f' 
these carious fellows who fix pam pa, 
came around looking for a job. 
We 
went into the business and put in and 
repaired twelve pumps on our premises 
in tbe village; when we cautioned him 
that we bail better let this one al°ne as 
the well was quite o ld ; but his blood was 
up and he was anxious to make it thir­ 
teen. 
We were called off for half 
ad 
bour, and when we returned be had 
taken 
it 
out, 
repaired 
it, 
and 
was half way dow in the well, staying 
the wooden pipe to the curbing, with 
hammer and nails. B e said, hoist me up, 
and we helped give tbe windless a good 
lively pull. 
'I wo pieces of the curbing 
broke as he struck tbe last d ip , and we 
all had to scramble lively to get away, 
with the.tocls as well went tum bling in. 
The pump is still there, and tbe only 
one of tbe lot that i9 still in repair. 
Fifty years ago the 30th 
day of last 
January, my father left Alfred, New 
York, with fonr teams and 
covered 
wagons, mounted on sleighs, by the over 
land route to his home In the west. The 
snow was fonr feet deep, and on the first 
days journey, tbe spring wagon, with 
the family tipped over and broke my 
m other’s collar bone in Bach a manner, 
that tbe surgeons could not eel it Sand 
keep it in place, and she rode 
tbe 
entire distance,about 800 miles, through 
snow, mud, and hoods for thirty-four 
days, with her arm in a sling. We passed 
through the Maumee swamp which was 
c lo vast mud lake thirty miles long with 
a tavern to each m ile. We broke through 
the ice in tbe Calomel, near Chicago, 
where one horse was 
drowned; 
we 
dam ped one woman o at, and she was 
subm erged, crossing a little ice gorged 
stream . 
We oame through one vast 
m ud-hole, in the center of which we 
i saw a little village called Chicago: 
We 
forded tbe 
flooded DesPlainee river 


1 where the bridge was washed away; and 
i my father earned a kicking calf across 
T urtle Creek on a teetering pole, while 
the bedewing cow swam tbe stream, and 
we arrived safe at the lone little red cab­ 
in on tbe wild open prairie fifty years 
ago the 4th of last M arch. 
W e lived with a family of thirteen in a 
house 16x20, and kept a store aud trav­ 
elers besides. 
I t was the only framed 
house in tbe town at the tim e, nor was 
there one in what constituted the village 
of Janesville then. 
The fir ut white man in tbe town now 
known as Milton was the late H on. Sat 
terlee Clarke, who visited an Indian vil­ 
lage od Section 6, where the Koshkonong 
hotel now stands,oalled W hite Crow, 
September 4th, 1830. I i was about 200 
years cid, and contained abont one thou­ 
sand inhabitants, who lived principally 
by fishing and hunting. They had raised 
corn rn the same hills for a hundred 
years. 
Many of the squaws had never 
seen a white man,’.and they approached 
him with great cariosity, wetting their 
fingers and rnbbing them on his oheeks, 
to see if the white paint would not rub 
off. 
General Atkinson and bis arm y, in 
pnrsnit of 
Black Hawk, camped by 
Storr’s Lake in Milton in July, 1832. Tbe 
first white men who settled in Milton to 
live, were Aaron Alfred, and 
Jason 
W alker. They put up a shanty on 
the 
south 
side 
of 
W alker’s 
Lake 
in 
the 
fall 
of 1836, and 
Aaron and Jason lived in it the winter of 
1336-7. The family have lived on this 
farm ever since, and father, m other, 
Jason and Timothy, Aaron and Alfred 
died there, and Moses and W illiam are 
living there still. 
Toe first white woman who lived in 
Milton, was M rs. E bzs Smith, wife of 
Daniel F. {Smith, who came with her 
husband rn May, 1837, and lived by the 
spring near tbe road, on section l l ai 
O tter Creek. 
The second white woman who lived in 
Milton, was Mrs. H annah Bowers, wife 
of Andrew Bowers, who came Oct. 24, 
1837. 
The thiid white wcman who lived in 
M ilton was M rs. Sarah Storrs, wife of 
Natban G. Storrs, who came in Decem­ 
ber. 1837, and lived near Stoir’s L ake. 
Tbe first m arriage in Milton was Jam es 
M urray to M argaret McEwen Jan . 1st, 
1840. 
The second marriage was Jam es Pierce 
to Olive Hall, Septem ber 24tb, 1840. 
they are living there still. 
Tbe third 
m arriage 
was 
W illiam 
Douglass to Caroline W alker, November 
27th, 1840. 
The first white child to rn in Milton 
was Daniel S m ith , son of Daniel F. and 
Eliza Sm ith,*born Februaiy 24tb. 1839, 
T heseond was 
Leffingwell Colver, 
son of Jonathan E . and E lz a Culver, 
born August 29th. 1839. 
The third was Mary Butts, daughter 
of Stephen D . and Rebecca Butt?, born 
September 33,1839, 
The first death of a white person in 
Milton was Jane Bowers, daughter o f 
Andrew aud Hauuah B J were, Septem ber 
14th, 1839, of consumption. 
The second death was a son of Groven- 
or Storrs, who was b aned on the west 
side of Storrs’ lake, in an unm arked 
grave. 
The third was M rs. Diana W ater man, 
wife of Hezekiah W aterman, November 
5 th, 1810. 
M rs. W aterman was the first person 
hurried in Milton cemetery. 
The first school in Milton was taught 
by Olive Hall (now M rs. Jam es Pierce) 
the winter of 1839-40. 
The first schol­ 
ars in the first school in Milton were 
Horace Blinn, Clark W ilbur, M artha 
Head, Salvia Head, John Stillm an, Har­ 
riet Stillman. 
Lucy Stillman, Jam es 
Sprague, 
Charles 
Sprague. Harry 
Sprague, Charles Culver, Silas Crandall, 
Amos Crandall, H arriet Crandall, Clark 
Crandall, Horace Crandall, John Cran­ 
dall, Lucinda Crandall, May Crandall, 
Jane Goodrich and Ezra Goodrich—21. 
Tbe first religious meeting beld rn 
Milton, was March 18, 1838, by Elder 
Hoisted aud Pitteberry at tbe boose of 
S. D. Butts, (M ethodist) 
The eeoond 
meeting was to ld April 15, 1838. 
The first church organized iu Milton, 
was the Congregational in 1838; this was 
the third church organized in the tern • 
tory, one being at Green Bay, and one at 
Prairieville (now W aukesha.) 
The second church organized in Mil­ 
ton was the Seventh Day Baptist in 1840. 
Tbe first pastor in Milton was Rev. 
Daniel Sm ith. 
The second was the Rev. Stillman Coon. 
Toe first botel in Milton was kept by 
Joseph Goodrich, in 1838. Tbo first store 
in Milton by Joseph Goodrich in August, 
1838. The first postoffice in Milton Dy 
Joseph Goodrich, in 1839. 
The “ little prairie” was named "Prai­ 
rie du Lac” at a m eeting called for the 
purpose March 24,1838; and a postoffice 
of that name, petitioned for at that time, 
which was rejected on account of sim i­ 
larity to Prairie do Bao’s. The first town 
meeting in Milton was in 1842.
